Predatory fish threatens Caribbean region 


lionfish captured off the shore of Aruba 




PALM BEACH - On 
September 17, 2009 a group 
of divers of Unique Water 
Sports of Aruba were happy 
to have caught the first Pacific 
Lionfish invader in Aruba’s 
ocean. The capturing of this 
fish was important to Aruba’s 
Coastal Zone Management 
(CZM). They were alerted at 
8 a.m. of the situation and at 
12:01 the call came in that 
the team of Unique Sports of 
Aruba, Alex Dubero, Jason 
Jutz and Tamara Henricus 
captured the Lionfish. Within 
a half hour the personnel of 
Pesca of LVV, Francisco 
Franken and Gilbert Rasmijn, 
were in contact with owner 
Josef ‘Vasty’ Munzenhofer 
of Buccaneer Restaurant to 
ask for consent in using the 
aquarium for a temporary 
holding tank. Within minutes, 
the Lionfish arrived safely into 
the aquarium where it will be 
held for a necessary scientific 
investigation on the fish. 
Thiswasafantasticcooperation 
of the private sector and the 


public, including regional 
and international members 
of REEF. The mention of the 
relation also stretches to thank 
the Hadicurari / Seccion di 
Pesca of LVV, Parke Arikok, 
Dutch Caribbean Nature 
Alliance, VOMIL of Curacao 
and Parke Marino of STINAPA 
of Bonaire for coordinating 
the necessary work. 

During this week samples 
of D.N.A will be taken 
for analysis. In the entire 
Caribbean region everyone 
is monitoring the “Pacific 
Lionfish” or “Red Lionfish” 


which is spreading rapidly in 
the U.S.A. and threatening 
to reach the Caribbean 
rapidly. This is a species of 
the Pacific Ocean that was 
spotted in 1992 towards 
the Florida Coast which 
possibly escaped from an 
aquarium during hurricane 
Andrew or a collector set 
the fish into the ocean. 
The invasion of predatory 
lionfish in the Caribbean 
region poses yet another major 
threat to coral reef ecosystems 
— a new study has found that 
within a short period after the 
entry of lionfish into an area, 
the survival of other reef fishes 
is slashed by about 80 percent. 
During the last 10 years this 
Lionfish has taken over the 
entire coast of America and 
reached Bermuda. In 2004 it 
was detected in the Bahamas. 
In 2007 these Lionfish 
reached the island of Turks 
& Caicos and Cuba as well 
as Jamaica, Cayman Islands 
and Dominican Republic. 
This past June the larva 
passed a natural barrier and a 
substantial quantity of young 
Lionfish were seen in St. 
Thomas, Virgin Islands and 
apparently now in St. Lucia. 
Aruba calls for Alert 
We are asking for attention 
to all fishermen, divers and 
snorkelers to be on the lookout 
for the “Pacific Lionfish” or 


“Red Lionfish” which may 
be forming around our island. 
The Lionfish lives on the 
coral reef at about 10 to 175 
meters in depth. Together with 
Curacao and Bonaire everyone 
is working together to form an 
“alarm network” to be on the 
lookout for this species and 
to report any detection of this 
fish which will cause danger 


to the areas local ecosystem.

Health and Beauty Sleep 


After greeting our 
patient, the first question I 
ask is: “How did you sleep 
last night”? Sleep is a basic 
human need, as important 
for good health as diet and 
exercise. Only when we are 
sound asleep do our bodies 
repair. When we sleep, our 
bodies rest but our brains are 
active, laying the groundwork 
for healing and productivity. 
Most people need eight 
hours of sleep nightly. 
Unfortunately, for 10% to 
25% of us, not being able 
to get to sleep or insomnia 
can be a chronic condition. 
Approximately 98 million 
dollars a year is spent in the 
United States alone on over- 
the-counter sleep aids. Not 
getting enough restful sleep 
results in daytime sleepiness, 
increased accidents, problems 
concentrating and poor 
performance on the job and in 
school, and increased sickness 
and weight gain. 

Lack of sleep seems 
to be a major stress factor. 
Regularly catching only a 
few hours of sleep can hinder 
metabolism and hormone 
production in a way that 
is similar to the effects of 
aging and the early stages of 
diabetes. Chronic sleep loss 
may speed the onset or increase 
the severity of conditions 
such as type II diabetes, high 
blood pressure, obesity, and 
memory loss. Research has 
shown that in developed 
countries, the average night’s 
sleep has grown shorter since 


the beginning of the century, 
from 9 hours to 7.5 hours. 
People who give up sleep to 
make more time for work and 
leisure are aging much faster 
than they should be. 

During sleep- 

deprivation, researchers 
found, blood sugar levels took 
40% longer to drop, compared 
with the natural sleep-recovery 
period. This effects insulin 
resistance or “pre-diabetes” 
risk rates. In addition, the 
sleep-deprived men had 
higher concentrations of the 
hormone cortisol, which also 
helps regulate blood sugar, 
and lower levels of thyroid- 
stimulating hormone. These 
raised cortisol levels are often 
seen in older people, and may 
be involved in age-related 
memory loss. 

Many childhood 
sleep problems are related 
to irregular sleep habits 
or to anxiety. Persistent 
sleep problems may also 
be symptoms of emotional 
difficulties. “Separation 
anxiety” is a developmental 
landmark for young children. 
Bedtime is a time of separation. 
Some children will do all they 
can to prevent separation at 
bedtime. 

The average woman 
aged30-60sleeps only sixhours 
and forty-one minutes during 
the workweek. Conditions 
unique to women, like the 
menstrual cycle, pregnancy 
and menopause, can affect how 


well a woman sleeps. This is 
because the changing levels 
of hormones that a woman 
experiences throughout the 
month, like estrogen and 
progesterone, have an impact 
on sleep. Understanding these 
hormones, environmental 
factors and lifestyle habits 
can help women enjoy a good 
night’s sleep. 

Having trouble getting 
to sleep? The following ten 
suggestions might help. 1) 
Maintain a regular bed and 
wake time schedule including 
weekends. 2) Establish a 
regular, relaxing bedtime 
routine such as soaking in a hot 
bath and then reading a book 
or listening to soothing music. 

3) Create a sleep-conducive 
environment that is dark, 
quiet, comfortable and cool. 

4) Sleep on a comfortable 
mattress and pillows. 5) Use 
your bedroom only for sleep 
and sex. It is best to take work 
materials, computers and 
televisions out of the sleeping 
environment. 6) Eat a healthy 
diet and finish eating at least 
2-3 hours before your regular 
bedtime. 7) Exercise regularly. 
It is best to complete your 
workout at least a few hours 
before bedtime. 8) Avoid 
caffeine (e.g. coffee, tea, and 
soft drinks, or chocolate) close 
to bedtime. It can keep you 
awake. 9) Avoid nicotine (e.g. 
cigarettes, tobacco products). 
Used close to bedtime, it can 
lead to poor sleep. 10) Avoid 


alcohol close to bedtime. It 
can lead to disrupted sleep 
later in the night. 

Pharmaceutical drugs 
to get to sleep are not the best 
solution. These drugs do not 
produce the deep curative 
sleep needed to regain our 
health and are habit forming. 
There are natural, non 
addictive food supplements 
like 5 - HTP and SAMe that 
can help considerably if taken 
with a little natural fruit juice 
thirty minutes or more before 
you eat. If your sleep cycle has 
changed because of travel or 
work shift change the natural 
supplement melatonin will 
help reset your sleep cycle. 
Acupuncture helps balance 
your body and encourages 
restful sleep. A visit to a 
natural physician could help 
you determine the cause of 
your sleep problem and how 
to best help it. Remember, 
you cannot restore your health 
without sound sleep. 

Get the Point! Getting 
the right amount of sleep is 
vital, but just as important is 
the quality of your sleep. An 
adequate amount of sleep is 
as important as an adequate 
amount of exercise. Most of 
us do not fully appreciate the 
value of a full night’s sleep. 
I believe that seven hours 
is an absolute minimum for 
most all of us, and most of 
us would benefit from closer 
to 9 hours. Ask any woman 
how much better she feels and 
looks when getting her full 
allotment of beauty sleep.

Duncan seeking funding for Foreign Affairs Dept 


PHILIPSBURG--St. 
Maarteners with an interest 
in foreign affairs will soon 
get an opportunity to be 
trained in protocol and 
operations in this field. 
Constitutional Affairs 
Minister Roland Duncan 
is busy seeking funds for a 
training course. 

Duncan told this 
newspaper it’s a co mm on 
misconception that the 
Netherlands Antilles and 
new Countries St. Maarten 
and Curasao will not have 
any control in foreign 
affairs. 

The Antilles under the 
Kingdom Charter can make 
decisions in foreign affairs 
and international contracts 
“quite independently.” 

Also the Antilles, and in the 
future the new countries, 
will be able to tag along 
with the Netherlands on 
issues that affect their 
populations. 

The minister pointed out 
that the Antilles had the 
possibility of stationing 
charges d’affaires or consul 
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officers in the embassies of 
the Netherlands. There are 
Antillean representatives 
in Trinidad, Venezuela, the 
Dominican Republic and 
Washington, D.C. Similarly, 
the new countries will 
have this possibility, once 
established next year. 

Unlike Curasao, St. Maarten 
has to build its foreign 
affairs framework from 
scratch. This is where the 
training comes in, because 
the people taking care 
of foreign affairs for the 
Antilles are from Curasao, 


Duncan said. 

The minister is working 
with the Department of 
Foreign Affairs in Curasao 
to set up the training 
course for St. Maarten 
and to find funding. One 
possible source for funding 
is the Netherlands Antilles 
Development Foundation 
USONA. 

The training would not be 
for civil servants but for 
other citizens who have the 
drive and interest to serve 
St. Maarten as overseas 
representative. This training 


should be conducted before 
the end of the year. 
Speaking about foreign 
affairs in general, Duncan 
said over the years there 
had been a lack of political 
understanding about the 
area and a lack of political 
interest. This, he added, 
had created the impression 
that the Antilles had had 
nothing to do with area 
and it had been completely 
the responsibility of the 
Kingdom government. 

St. Maarten has to grab the 
opportunity, as it moves 


to country status, to get its 
people trained to take up 
posts especially in theregion, 
so the island can tap into 
the Caribbean organisations 
and serve its people as 
best possible, he said. The 
island has to look seriously 
at having representation 
in the Organisation of 
Eastern Caribbean States 
(OECS) and at stationing a 
representative in Trinidad 
- the centre for the English- 
speaking Caribbean in 
international and regional 
affairs. □

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Rebound in commodities carries stocks higher

NEW YORK - A rebound 
in commodities is drawing 
investors back into the stock 
market. 

Major stock indicators rose 
about 0.5 percent in afternoon 
trading Tuesday, including the 
Dow Jones industrials, which 
gained 48 points, recovering 
all of the prior day’s losses. 

In a reversal of Monday’s 
pattern, the dollar weakened 
against other major currencies 
and commodities like oil and 
gold bounded higher, lifting 
energy and material stocks. 
Financial stocks also rose 
sharply. 

The gains in stocks and 
commodities came as the 
Federal Reserve began a 
two-day meeting on interest 
rates. Investors are hoping 
the Fed will provide a clearer 
indication of when it may raise 
interest rates when it issues 
a statement at the conclusion 
of a two-day meeting on 
Wednesday. 

The Fed is widely expected 
to keep rates at their record 
low of near zero for the time 
being. Rock-bottom interest 
rates have helped fuel the 
market’s nearly seven-month 
old rally, making cash plentiful 
and cheap and encouraging 
investors to buy up riskier 
assets. 

The market appears to be 
following a well-established 
pattern where brief selloffs 
are met with more buying as 
investors fear missing out on a 
continued rally. 

“Reluctantly, investors are 
continually being dragged 
into a market that is finding a 
path of least resistance to the 
upside,” said Art Hogan, chief 
market analyst at Jefferies & 
Co. 

The consensus on Wall Street 
is that the economy is healing 
despite ongoing challenges 
like unemployment. But 
investors still have doubts 
over how strong the recovery 
will be, and whether the stock 


market’s more than 50 percent 
move off of 12-year lows in 
March accurately reflects 
the still fragile state of the 
economy. “Right now, it’s a 
more orderly market,” said 
Greg Reynholds, senior vice 
president of asset management 
at Fenox Advisors. “People 
are digesting the data, trying 
to figure out exactly where 
we’re headed.” 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 48.22, or 0.5 
percent, to 9,827.08. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
gained 7.26, or 0.7 percent, to 
1,071.92, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 8.61, or 
0.4 percent, to 2,146.65. 
About three stocks rose for 
every one that fell on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to 684.7 million 
shares, compared with 647.7 
million shares traded at the 
same time the day before. 

In other trading, the Russell 
2000 index of smaller 
companies rose 5.10, or 0.8 
percent, to 621.07. 

Gold and silver prices rose 
after three days of declines, 
while oil prices gained $1.69 
to $71.40 a barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 
Commodities rose as the U.S. 
dollar index, which measures 
the greenback against a basket 
of foreign currencies, fell 0.8 
percent, after earlier hitting 
a fresh low for the year. The 
dollar has fallen sharply 
since early March, making 
commodities cheaper for 
foreign investors, as its appeal 
wanes amid low interest rates 
andunprecedentedgovernment 
spending designed to stimulate 
the economy. 

Demand for energy and 
material stocks increased 
as commodities rose. U.S. 
Steel Corp. added $2.12, or 
4.4 percent, to $50.14, while 
Chesapeake Energy Corp. 
jumped $1.06, or 3.8 percent, 
to $29.17. 

Financial stocks were 
mostly higher after Rochdale 
Securities analyst Richard 



Bove raised his target price 
on Bank of America Corp. 
to $25 a share. Shares of the 
Charlotte, N.C.-based bank 
rose 39 cents, or 2.3 percent, 
to $17.64. 

Citigroup Inc. shares added 23 
cents, or 5.1 percent, to $4.66 
after a Singapore sovereign 
wealth fund cut its stake in 
the New York bank to below 
5 percent from 9 percent 
following a recent exchange 
of preferred stock. 

Among technology stocks, 
Google Inc. shares hit a 13- 
month high after a Canaccord 
Adams analyst raised the 
target price on the stock to 
$560. Shares rose as high 
as $501.19 in early trading, 
and recently added $2.14 to 
$499.14. 

In economic news Tuesday, 
a government index showed 
U.S. home prices rose 0.3 
percent in July from the 
previous month. The index 
is still 4.2 percent below last 
year’s levels.

Stocks sold off on Monday as 
the dollar rose ahead of the 
Fed meeting, sending shares of 
commodity companies lower. 
The Dow Jones industrials 
lost a modest 41 points after 
being down as much as 94 
points earlier in the day. 

After soaring 49 percent since 
hitting a 12-year low in early 
March, the Dow stands less 
than 200 points away from 
the 10,000 mark — a level the 
average first crossed in March 
1999 and hasn’t been above

since October of last year. 
Bond prices rose slightly. 
The yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note, which 
moves opposite its price, fell 
to 3.45 percent from 3.49 
percent late Monday. 
Overseas, Britain’s FTSE 100 
rose 0.2 percent, Germany’s 
DAX index jumped 0.7 
percent, and France’s CAC-40 
rose 0.3 percent. Hong Kong’s 
Hang Seng index added 1.1 
percent.

Decision Making 1 - Practical Applications 


Decisions are a big part of 
every day life. Throughout 
the course of a day, we make 
hundreds of decisions. Most 
are small, and have little direct 
effect on our lives, while 
others are huge, and might 
change our lives in ways we 
cannot possibly imagine in the 
moment. 

Big decisions are challenging 
because we must decide our 
future based on information 
we have in this moment. 
Information is based on the 
past and present, and cannot 
tell us about the future. It is 
impossible to see the future 
details that a certain decision 
will bring, and details make 
all the difference in life. 

This can seem like an 


inescapable paradox, but 
when we get to the heart of 
the matter, the entire situation 
becomes clear. 

First, you must be clear about 
what you want from your life, 
because your desires and goals 
will direct your decisions and 
actions. When faced with a 
big decision, keep your goals 
clear in your mind. Think 
about which choice will bring 
you closer to your goal. 

When you’re focused on a 
goal, you define the direction 
of your life, so any decision 
you make will bring you closer 
to your goal. The difference 
then becomes, which path 
will bring you to your goals 
more directly and gracefully? 
Which path will be more fun, 
challenging and rewarding for 


you to travel? 

When we consider the future, 
we tend to think in general 
feelings about the big picture 
of what we think our life will 
be like. An idea about the 
future can be very attractive 
when considered from our 
present moment, but the tiny 
details of every day life affect 
us in the present, so more 
precise consideration of the 
future is necessary. 

Imagine your life three 
months, then one year after 
making each choice. Focus 
on the details of your daily 
routine. What are your daily 
challenges? Do you thrive on 
overcoming them? Do you 
loose yourself in what you’re 
doing? Do you connect with 


others? 

Are you contributing to your 
cause? Does each day bring 
you closer to reaching your 
goals? What are the possible 
final outcomes of each choice? 
What are some possible 
obstacles that you didn’t 
expect, that might be a huge 
hindrance to you on a daily 
basis? Our attitude toward the 
daily details can make all the 
difference in our lives. 

Take some time to sit down and 
think about these things. On 
a clean, fresh sheet of paper, 
write down the questions and 
the answers. For each question 
above, write a few sentences 
answering the question, then 
write down a number from 
one to ten, describing the 
extent to which the questions 
are answered. 

Then for each possible path, 
add the numbers and see how 
they rank. This will help you 
form a rough idea of your 
attitudes toward the details 
you might encounter in daily 
life, and will give the potential 
future more clarity. This is a 
method of roughly quantifying 
the possible path you might 
put yourself on, with any 
given choice. 

Although your answers only 
represent your best guess about 
your future, they are important 
and valuable in that they 
represent your thoughts and 
feelings about yourself. In this 


sense, your best guess might 
be quite accurate, because the 
world only reflects what we 
think about ourselves. 

Tomorrow we will discover 
that, when you stay focused 
on a goal, every decision you 
make, no matter how important 
or meaningless, will bring you 
closer to your desires.

NEW YORK - On the 
premiere of his new Fox show, 
Cleveland Brown gets a fitting

send-off from the world he 
inhabited on “Family Guy.” 
Forces unleashed by “Family 
Guy” lunkhead Peter Griffin 
cause the front of Cleveland’s 


home to be destroyed, exposing 
him naked in his second-floor 
bathtub, whereupon he slides 
— yelping “no, no, no, no, no, 
NO!” — to a crash-landing 
out on his front lawn. 

It isn’t the first time. 

But if the terminally affable 
Cleveland has spent six 
seasons as a “Family Guy” 
sidekick and fall guy, that’s 
about to change. 

“I’m tired of being kicked 
around by this world!” he 
erupts, as best he can in his 
gently modulated voice. 
Divorced by his wife and 
evicted from his home, he 
knows it’s time to set off from 
Quahog, R.I., with his portly 
teenage son, Cleveland Jr., for 
a new life on “The Cleveland 
Show,” which premieres 
Sunday at 8:30 p.m. EDT. 

He heads back to his hometown 
in Virginia, where he weds his 
high school sweetheart, Donna, 
and becomes stepfather to her 
children: hotsy high-schooler 
Roberta and mouthy 5-year- 
old Rollo. 

Befitting a spin-off of “Family 
Guy” (where despotic baby 


Stewie converses with Brian, 
the dog), Cleveland meets 
a clutch of nutty neighbors, 
including husband-and-wife 
bears. 

“It’s a whole new world and 
set of characters,” says Mike 
Henry, a co-creator of the 
show and the man who voices 
Cleveland. “There’s a new 
tone. Sweet and family-ish.” 
Say what?! 

“There’s still plenty of filthy 
jokes,” Henry laughs, careful 
not to distance his new 
venture too far from his old 
one. “But there’s a whole, nice 
message in each ‘Cleveland 
Show’ episode. ‘Family Guy’ 
paved the way for a lot of 
coarseness and shock humor, 
but we’re not trying to push 
that any farther.” Yes, there 
will be comic cutaways and 
flashbacks — but fewer than 
on “Family Guy.” 

And yes, there will be the rare 
appearance by Peter and other 
“Family Guy” regulars. 

But overall, says Henry, “We 
really wanted to get out on our 
own legs.” 

The series’ gestation began 


a couple of years ago when 
“Family Guy” maestro Seth 
MacFarlane pitched the idea 
to Fox brass. 

“We didn’t have to sell an 
elaborate premise,” recalls 
MacFarlane, who’s teamed 
with Rich Appel and Henry 
on the spin-off. “It doesn’t 
matter what the premise of 
a comedy is, it’s about the 
characters. We said, ‘Here are 
our characters.’” 

Long before then, Cleveland 
had struck the threesome as 
a character with more to say 
than “Family Guy” permitted. 
However much he resisted 
stereotyping, he mostly served 
as the show’s token black guy. 
But they thought he had more 
to offer. 

“All we’d seen of him is the 
tip of the iceberg,” says Henry. 
“And, as opposed to Peter 
Griffin or Homer Simpson or 
a lot of other protagonist dads, 
he doesn’t get himself into 
trouble just by being an idiot. 
He gets himself into trouble 
by trying to do the right 
thing but constantly making 
mistakes. ”□ 
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9 Southeast storm deaths 
as f loodwaters linger

AUSTELL, Ga. - Neighborhoods, schools and 
even roller coasters at Six Flags over Georgia 
were awash in several feet of murky, brown 
water Tuesday, and officials found a ninth 
storm victim who had been swept away from 
her car a day earlier. 

Georgia officials warned worried residents 


to wait for the floodwaters to recede before 
checking out their damaged homes, and in 
Tennessee, a retirement center was evacuated. 
Torrential Southeast rains soaked the region 
for days, knocking motorists from cars and 
splitting at least one mobile home. A Tennessee 
man who jumped in the floodwaters was still 
missing.

Stern Obama confronts 
Israeli, Palestinian leaders

NEW YORK (AP)—Bristling with impatience, 
President Barack Obama sternly prodded Israeli 
and Palestinian leaders to relaunch Mideast 
peace negotiations Tuesday, grasping a newly 
personal role in their historic standoff. He won 
an awkward, stone-faced handshake but no 
other apparent progress beyond a promise to 
talk about more talks. 

There had been hopes for weeks that there 
might be more to show from the first meeting 
of Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
and Palestinian President Mahmoud Abbas 
since Netanyahu took office in March — 
perhaps even a dramatic announcement by 
Obama of the resumption of the Mideast peace 
negotiations that broke off over a year ago. 


That wasn’t to be. Despite months of effort, 
the sides remain far apart on a staunch 
Palestinian precondition for talks: that Israel 
halt all construction of Jewish settlements 
in Palestinian territory. Obama has publicly 
echoed that demand to Israeli leaders — though 
the Palestinians noted with displeasure that he 
used the word “restrain” on Tuesday rather than 
“halt” or “freeze.” The president hosted the two 
foes at his New York hotel during a marathon 
day of diplomacy on the sidelines of this week’s 
United Nations General Assembly gathering. It 
was a high-stakes gambit that could prove to be 
a timely personal intervention into a decades- 
old dispute that Obama has made a presidential 
priority or a flop that damages Obama’s global 
credibility on a broader scale.

Obama’s Mideast envoy, 
former Sen. George 
Mitchell, said the president 
took the risk because he 
believes the moment is 
uniquely ripe for progress 
— and because he felt an in- 
person display of his rising 
impatience could help. 

So, instead of announcing 
a new round of peace talks, 
Obama announced a newly 
intensified effort to bring 
them about. 

He tasked Mitchell with 
continuing to meet with 
Israeli and Palestinian 
officials while in New 
York this week, invited 
negotiators from both sides 
to come to Washington next 
week and asked Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton to report to him in 
mid-October on the status. 
This tightly compressed 
time frame, even if not a 
real deadline, was designed 
to inject urgency into the 
process and “concentrate 
the mind,” said a senior 
administration official, 
who spoke on condition 
of anonymity to more 
freely describe the private 
meetings. 

“Simply put, it is past 
time to talk about starting 
negotiations — it is time 
to move forward,” Obama 
declared, displaying an 
unusual level of public 
frustration as he prepared 
to sit down with Netanyahu 
and Abbas for joint talks 
after meeting with each 
separately. “We cannot 
continue the same pattern 
of taking tentative steps 
forward and then stepping 
back.” 

Spanning over two hours 
all together, the talks found 
all leaders promising to 
work to resume peace 
negotiations but also often 
using language described as 
“blunt” and “direct.” Both 
leaders kept stressing with 
Obama their own priorities 
and fears. Obama in return 
emphasized a need to take 
risks and give up some 
things for a bigger goal, 


said a senior administration 
official. 

According to Mitchell, 
Obama told the leaders at 
one point: “The only reason 
to hold public office is to 
get things done.” 

Neither Netanyahu nor 
Abbas spoke publicly at the 
meeting site. In a moment 
deep in symbolism, 
however, they engaged in 
an unsmiling and seemingly 
reluctant handshake at the 
start of the sitdown, with 
dozens of cameras clicking 
to record the moment. 

“We can do a lot more if 
we talk to each other,” 
Netanyahu said later on 
CNN. “The possibilities are 
there. Let’s get on with it.” 
Obama praised both Israelis 
and Palestinians for positive 
steps. But he made clear 
they haven’t done nearly 
enough. 

Palestinians, Obama said, 
must build on recent 
security improvements 
and “do more to stop 
incitement” — meaning 
that they must stop those 
who encourage or carry 
out attacks on Israel. But 
Abbas’ Fatah government 
is severely hampered in 
doing so, as Palestinians in 
the Gaza Strip are led by 
the government’s Islamic 
militant Hamas rivals. 

As for the Israelis, Obama 
praised their moves to 
increase Palestinians’ 
freedom of movement 
and to discuss “important 
steps to restrain settlement 
activity.” 

But Israeli officials “need to 
translate these discussions 
into real action on this 
and other issues,” he said 
sharply. In the private 
talks, he also chided the 
Israelis for suggesting that 
new peace talks would not 
resume on the same terms 
as last year’s round, in 
which the fate of Jerusalem 
was expected to be on the 
table. Netanyahu now says 
Jerusalem if off limits for 
discussion. 

Israeli’s intense concern 
about Iran’s suspected 
nuclear weapons program 


came up briefly, but was not 
a focus, the official said. 

An Abbas aide, Yasser 
Abed Raddo, said that in 
the trilateral meeting Abbas 
restated his demand for a 
complete Israeli settlement 
freeze. Netanyahu, in 
turn, demanded that the 
Palestinians recognize 
Israel as a Jewish state. The 
Palestinians argue that under 
previous understandings 
they are not required to do 
that. Netanyahu also told 
ABC News that he would 
not accept the settlement 
issue as a precondition to 
talks. 

Mitchell seemed to give the 
Israeli side a bit of boost 
by saying that despite the 
recent months’ focus on 
the settlement showdown, 
the Obama administration 
does not see resolving it as 
necessary to move to “final 
status” negotiations. “We do 
not believe in preconditions, 
we do not impose them and 
we urge others not to impose 
them,” he said. 

That message was delivered 
more directly in private, the 
official said, with Obama 
warning Palestinians 

against making “the perfect 
the enemy of the good” on 
settlements. 

But even the fact that 
Obama’s “restrain” word 
choice rankled Palestinians 


showed just how difficult 
the terrain is for Mideast 
peace. 

“I think it will be a problem, 
not only from the point of 
view of the Palestinians, 
but I believe it should 
be from the international 
community” because it 
deviates from previous 
frameworks, “including 
the need for settlement 
activity to stop, and stop 
completely,” said Abbas’ 
prime minister, Salaam 
Fayyad. 

Still, Obama said: “Despite 
all the obstacles, despite 
all the history, despite all 
the mistrust, we have to 
find a way forward. ... It is 
absolutely critical that we 
get this issue resolved.” 
Obama’s 12-hour day of 
international intervention 
began with an address 
to a climate change 
summit, convened by U.N. 
Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon to create momentum 
for crucial international 
climate talks in Copenhagen 
in December. 

With over 100 world leaders 
in attendance, Obama urged 
all to step up their efforts 
to combat global warming 
by curbing heat-trapping 
emissions. 

He held out the United 
States as a serious partner, 
even though he has made 


little progress in getting a 
bill through Congress to 
set mandatory limits on 
greenhouse gases. 

“The journey is hard. And 
we don’t have much time 
left to make it,” the president 
said. 

Obama also met with 
Chinese President Hu 
Jintao at a fraught time in 
the Washington-Beijing 
relationship, saying he 
wants more cooperative ties 
with the Asian economic 
and political powerhouse. 
Despite a dispute over new 
tariffs Obama has imposed 
on Chinese tire imports, Hu 
agreed that the relationship 
must stay on “the right 
course.” 

Over lunch, America’s first 
black president hosted two 
dozen sub-Saharan African 
leaders for discussions 
aboutboosting opportunities 
for young people in their 
poverty-stricken nations. In 
the evening, he delivered a 
keynote speech to former 
President Bill Clinton’s 
Global Initiative and was 
attending U.N. leaders 
dinner. 

Obama’sNewYorkmeetings 
were a precursor to another 
turn on center stage later 
this week, when he hosts 
the G-20 summit of leading 
industrial and developing 
nations in Pittsburgh.Q

Police bolstered their presence 
at high-profile locations. Extra 
officers with bulletproof vests, 
rifles and dogs were assigned 
to spots such as Grand 
Central Terminal in New 
York. Plainclothes officers 
handed out fliers at a nearby 
hotel with a warning in large 
block letters: “If you suspect 
terrorism, call the NYPD.” 
The warnings come amid an 
investigation centering on 
Najibullah Zazi, a 24-year-old 
Denver airport shuttle driver 
who authorities say received 
al-Qaida explosives training 
in Pakistan and was found 
entering New York City two 
weeks ago with bomb-making 
instructions on his computer. 
Zazi’s arrest in Colorado last 
week touched off the most 
intense flurry of government 
terror warnings and advisories 
to come to light since President 
Barack Obama took office. 
Though Zazi is charged only 
with lying to the government, 
law enforcement officials said 
he may have been plotting 
with others to detonate 
backpack bombs on New York 
trains in a scheme similar to 
the attacks on the London 
subway and Madrid’s rail 
system. Backpacks and cell 
phones were seized in raids 
on apartments Zazi visited in 
New York. 

“It’s not totally clear to us at 
this point what it is they had 
in mind, though I think it is 
clear that something very 
serious and something very 
organized was under way,” 
Attorney General Eric Holder 


told CBS. 

Two law enforcement officials 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because they were 
not authorized to discuss 
details of the investigation 
told The Associated Press 
that more than a half-dozen 
people were being scrutinized 
in the alleged plot. The FBI 
said “several individuals in 
the United States, Pakistan 
and elsewhere” are being 
investigated. 

“There’s a lot more work 
to be done,” said Police 
Commissioner Raymond 
Kelly, cautioning that the 
probe was still in its early 
stages. 

In two bulletins sent to police 
departments Monday and 
obtained by the AP, federal 
counterterrorism officials 
urged law enforcement 
and private companies to 
be vigilant at stadiums, 
entertainment complexes and 
hotels. 

The bulletin on stadiums 
noted that an al-Qaida 
training manual specifically 
lists “blasting and destroying 
the places of amusement, 
immorality and sin ... and 
attacking vital economic 
centers. ” Counterterrorism 
officials are also advising 
police officers to be on the 
lookout for any possible 
bomb-making at self-storage 
facilities, noting that terrorists 
have used such places to build 
bombs. 

The bulletins came just 
days after similar warnings 
about the vulnerability of the 
nation’s mass transit systems 
and the danger of hydrogen 
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peroxide-based explosives. 

In a statement, the FBI and 
Homeland Security said that 
while the agencies “have no 
information regarding the 
timing, location or target 
of any planned attack, we 
believe it is prudent to raise 
the security awareness of 
our local law enforcement 
partners regarding the targets 
and tactics of previous terrorist 
activity.” 

A half-dozen terrorism 
warnings and alerts have been 
issued in the past week amid 
the investigations in New 
York and Denver. Bulletins 
— particularly about hotels 
as possible terrorist targets — 
are common, and often don’t 
make news. In fact, they are so 
common that many Americans 
in the past few years have 
accused Washington of 
fearmongering. 

Some Americans were blase 
about the latest warnings.

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Tough political roalltios quiet youth 'Obamamania'

CHICAGO (AP) — Young 
Americans showed their 
collective power when they 
helped vote President Barack 
Obama into office. Inspired 
by his message of “change,” 
they knocked on doors, spread 
flyers, voted for him by a 2-1 
margin, and partied like rock- 
the-vote stars when he won. 
Since the election, though,

that fervor has died down — 
noticeably. And while young 
people remain the president’s 
most loyal supporters in 
opinionpolls, alot ofpeople are 
wondering why that age group 
isn’t doing more to build upon 
their newfound reputation as 
political influencers. 

“It’s one thing to get excited 
about a presidential candidate. 
It’s another thing to become 
a responsible citizen,” says 


Jennifer Donahue, political 
director for the Ne w Hamp shire 
Institute Of Politics. She 
and other political analysts 
thinks they have yet to prove 
themselves. 

Professors and students 
themselves also are noticing 
the quiet on college campuses, 
which were hotbeds for 
“Obamamania” during the 
campaign. 

“They’re supportive, but in a 
bystander kind of way,” says 
Laura Katz Olson, a political 
science professor at Lehigh 
University in Pennsylvania. 
Erin Carroll, a 19-year- 
old sophomore at LaSalle 
University in Philadelphia, 
blames the lack of engagement 
on her generation’s short 
attention span. They want 
change — right now, she says 
— and haven’t gotten it. 

“I feel like everybody walks 
around with their cell phone 
and their laptops. We feel 
like we need everything 
immediately. So that’s what 
we’ve become accustomed 
to,” Carroll says. “We’re the 
‘me-me-me’ generation.” 

It’s not just on college 
campuses. 

Russ Marshalek, a 27-year- 


old professional in Astoria, 
New York City, observes his 
20-something peers sitting 
back and letting the president 
do the work for them. “Rather 
than allow him to speak FOR 
us, we need to be inspired 
BY him, and volunteer in 
our communities, speak our 
minds, write, read, think, act,” 
says Marshalek, a social media 
director who works with small 
businesses. 

Such is the fate of Generation 
Y, as they’re known, both 
praised for their willingness to 
volunteer but also maligned as 
the “entitlement generation” 

— eager to help but unsure 
how to deal with tumultuous 
times that are a first for many 
of them. 

On top of that, many of their 
parents are baby boomers who 
witnessed, and participated 
in, the civil rights movement 
and Vietnam War protests that 
followed John F. Kennedy’s 
death. That’s a lot to live up 
to. 

But to be fair, says political 
scientist Mike Wagner says, 
it’s tough for young people 

— or any American, for that 
matter — to know how to 
get involved in issues with 


solutions that aren’t always so 
clear-cut. 

Volunteering for a candidate? 
Fairly easy to do. Helping 
solve some of the toughest 
issues to face our nation, from 
health care reform to a deep- 
seated financial crisis? Not 
so much. “These aren’t easy 
issues for young people. It’s 
not ‘Should we go to war in 
Iraq? ’ or 4 Should gay marriage 
be legalized?”’ says Wagner, 
an assistant professor at the 
University of Nebraska. 

He sees a lot of young people 
getting lost in the details, or 
bored by them. Or like a lot 
of us, they’re more focused 
on their own worries, such 
as getting a job or paying off 
mountains of student loans. 
Some say the president also 
could be doing more to engage 
this demographic that was so 
key to his early success. 

“I think young people do have 
clout, and I think it’s a mistake 
if he doesn’t use them,” says 
Mary Ellen Balchunis, a 
political science professor 
at LaSalle University, who 
counts Carroll among her 
students. Balchunis witnessed 
the fervor on campus during 
the campaign — the “dorm 
storming,” when students 
persuaded their peers to go to 
rallies and eventually to the 
polls. She also recalls how 
students danced in the streets 
with nearby neighborhood 
residents after Obama won. 
Certainly, health care was on 
their priority list then, and 
remains so. An AP-GfK poll 
conducted earlier this month 
found that two-thirds of 18- to 
29-year-olds rated such reform 
as “very” or “extremely” 
important.

Washed-out roads and flooded 
freeways around metro Atlanta 
caused commuters headaches 
and hundreds of residents 
sought refuge in shelters. 
About 120 residents of a 
Tennessee retirement center 
were evacuated by boats and 
trucks and others were ferried 
from low-lying neighborhoods 
and motels in a Chattanooga 
suburb as two nearby creeks 
continued to rise.

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there tried night after night to 
sneak across the Channel. 
“The law of the jungle 
cannot last eternally,” said 
Immigration Minister Eric 
Besson, who ordered the 
destruction of what he 
called “a lawless zone where 
smugglers reign.” 

He blamed a lack of 
coordination among European 
nations’ immigration laws for 
the problem and said he looks 
forward to tougher border 
controls “ideally” by the end 
of the year. 

Police scuffled with 
humanitarian volunteers 
who have long helped the 
immigrants, but no injuries 
were reported. 

Up to 800 illegal immigrants 
camped near the port and 
in smaller “jungles” around 
Calais until months ago. 
However, hundreds began 
leaving as the expected date 
to raze the encampment 
approached. Officials said 
278 people — mainly from 
Afghanistan and nearly half 
of them under 18 — were 
led out of the encampment of 
homemade tents and strewn 
with garbage piles and infested 
with maladies like scabies. 
Most nights, the illegal 
immigrants tried to dodge 
elaborate security—including 
heat sensors, infrared 
cameras, dogs and border 
police patrols — to hop onto 
or under trucks crossing the 
Channel to Britain via ferries 
or the Eurotunnel, which takes 



freight and passenger traffic 
between France and Britain. 
British Home Secretary 
Alan Johnson said Tuesday 
that authorities had halted 
28,000 attempts to cross the 
English Channel illegally in 
the last year alone. He said 
he welcomed the “swift and 
decisive” move by France to 
close the camp. 

Each immigrant is to be offered 
a voluntary return, with a 
stipend, to his country or the 
possibility of applying for 
asylum, if candidates meet the 
profile. Those who reject both 
offers are to be expelled from 
France. Because of the war 
in Afghanistan, the receiving 
country would in some cases 
be Greece — a main point 
of entry to Europe. Greece 
would then be responsible for 
fielding asylum requests. 
Scores of police sealed camp 
exits about 7:30 a.m. Tuesday 
and, amid angry denunciations 
from humanitarian groups 
present, extracted the 
immigrants from the crowd 
one by one, lined them up and 
led them to buses. Numerous 
immigrants were seen sobbing 
or quietly shedding tears. 
They were later taken away to 
special centers for processing. 
Teams with bulldozers, 
backhoes and chain saws then 
moved in, pulling down the 
tents, made from sticks, logs 
and plastic, sawing through 
the logs and bulldozing the 
debris. 

“This operation adds nothing 
and resolves nothing,” said 
Vincent Lenoir of the Salam 
association, which has 
regularly distributed meals to 
the immigrants. 

The network of associations 
that for years have helped 
feed and clothe the “jungle” 
population contend that the 
encampment’s destruction will 
only displace the problem, not 
resolve it. 

For the hundreds who have 
already left, “they will come 
back bit by bit in the coming 
days and weeks,” predicted 
Marcel Copyans, another 
volunteer. 

No one in Calais forgets the 
2002 closing of a Red Cross¬ 
run shelter in nearby Sangatte 
that housed more than 1,000 
people who used the temporary 
home as a springboard for 
their bids to reach Britain. 
Sangatte, ordered closed by 


Nicolas Sarkozy — then 
interior minister, now France’s 
president — was replaced by 
the “jungle.” 

Britain is seen by many illegal 
immigrants as Europe’s El 
Dorado, a view fed by human 
traffickers and families who 
sometimes send their young 
to the West after paying 
out huge sums. In addition, 
many Afghans here speak at 
least some English and have 
relatives or know someone in 
Britain. 

Even Keith Best, the head 
of Britain’s Immigration 
Advisory Service, was 
doubtful about the long-term 
effects of clearing out the 
Calais encampment. 

“The liquidation of the ‘jungle’ 
will not solve the problem,” 
said Best. The problem is 
“a failure of the French to 
be able to admit people into 
their asylum process” and 
an uneven burden of asylum 
requests among European 
countries, he said. 

Besson said he wants both a 
coherent EU asylum policy 
and reinforced border controls 
among countries in the so- 
called Schengen system of 
open borders. Currently, 
detained immigrants must 
demand asylum in the country 
by which they entered Europe 
if they began the application 
process. Because Britain is 
not a signatory, it has no such 
obligations. 

“We have put in place a 
common border without 
putting in place sufficient 
means to control this border,” 
Besson said in Calais. 

On Monday in Brussels, he 
proposed that Europe create a 
border police with reinforced 
powers, saying he hopes the 
idea will be adopted at the 
Oct. 29-30 EU summit. 
Greece, Italy, Malta and Spain 
have repeatedly called for 
more help from the EU in 
tackling the problem. 

The U.N. refugee agency said 
Greece has been making it 
harder recently for asylum 
seekers to gain refugee 
status. The UNHCR said 
Greece granted only 379 
people refugee status in 
2008 out of 20,000 asylum 
applications.

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Bulgarian diplomat wins UNESCO race

PARIS (AP) — A Bulgarian 
diplomat became the first 
woman to lead the U.N.’s 
agency for culture and 
education, beating out a 
controversial Egyptian 

candidate whose one-time 
threat to bum Israeli books 
had galvanized opposition. 
Irina Bokova, 57, defeated 
Egyptian Culture Minister 
Farouk Hosny after a 
suspenseful and drawn-out 
race, sealing victory Tuesday 
in the fifth round of balloting 
at the organization’s Paris 
headquarters. The vote among 
UNESCO board members was 
31 to 27. 

The race was tight and 
closely watched, with a 
flurry of secretive diplomatic 
efforts between each round, 
allegations of fraud and 
an uproar over Hosny’s 
candidacy. 

For months, Hosny had been 
considered the favorite. 
But critics raised Egypt’s 
contentious record of cultural 
censorship and highlighted 
his threat last year to bum 
Israeli books, a comment he 
later apologized for. Bokova’s 
candidacy took off late in the 
race as delegates sought a 
consensus figure. 

Hosny and Bokova tied on 
Monday night — and if 


Tuesday’s vote had also been 
a draw, officials were prepared 
to pick a name at random from 
a bag. 

Bokova, who has witnessed 
Bulgaria’s transformation 
from an Eastern bloc nation 
to an EU member, was her 
country’s foreign minister for a 
brief period in 1996-1997 and 
helped negotiate Bulgaria’s 
entry into the European Union 
and NATO. She is currently 
Bulgaria’s ambassador to 
France. 

After her win, she swept aside 
the tense voting process, 
telling reporters of her “respect 
and friendship” for Hosny and 
praising his campaign ideas. 
Asked if she thought Hosny’s 
anti-Israel comment could 
have hurt his candidacy, she 
told The Associated Press: 
“In a campaign, everything 
counts.” 

UNESCO delegates were 
mostly tightlipped about what 
had swayed the vote. 
“Women’s equity, I think that 
this is what won it over for 
Mrs. Bokova,” said Mansour 
Ghazali, the Saudi delegate, 
who took part in the behind- 
doors balloting. He said he had 
“no idea” whether Hosny’s 
defeat could be linked to his 
comments on Israel. 

In the mn-up to the vote, 
Egyptian newspapers carried 
stories of a “conspiracy” 


against Hosny’s candidacy by 
the United States and certain 
European countries, with the 
help of the “Zionist lobby.” 
Many Egyptians saw the 
opposition to Hosny as anti- 
Egyptian and anti-Muslim. 
“There was so much pressure 
from Europe and America 
against him and it is sad that 
a small country like Israel 
has been able to control so 
many powerful countries 
from the West,” Salah Eissa, 
a prominent intellectual and 
editor of the cultural weekly 
Al-Qahira told The Associated 
Press. 

A few Egyptians, however, 
have spoken out against 
Hosny’s candidacy, describing 
him as the product of a 
dictatorship and responsible 
for stifling the cultural scene 
in Egypt. 

“I have always said that there 
are at least 10,000 other people 
in Egypt who would be better 
candidates for UNESCO than 
Faruk Hosny,” said novelist 
Alaa al-Aswany. 

Several Jewish groups 
campaigning against Hosny 
voiced relief. Bokova’s win 
is a “tremendous sign of 
optimism and really the saving 
of the organization,” said 
Shimon Samuels of the Simon 
Wiesenthal Center in Paris. 
Bokova said Tuesday that she 
would strive to give UNESCO

a bigger role in international 
talks on climate change 
and other global issues like 
resolving the financial crisis.

him for this week’s U.N. 
meetings in New York and the 
Group of 20 meeting of rich 
and developing countries in 
Pittsburgh. 

He is expected to flesh out 
the details of his statement 
on Thursday at the Security 
Council, in a special session 
on nonproliferation and 
disarmament convened by 
President Barack Obama. The 
United States is the current 
chair of the council. 

In his address to the four other 
permanent members and the 
ten rotating non-permanent 
members, Brown is expected 
to announce that Britain 
could scale back the planned 
20-billion-pound ($33- 

billion; €22-billion) Trident 
modernization program from 
four submarines to three, as 
part of a new international 
nonproliferation deal. 

A subcommittee, including 
Britain’s relevant government 
ministers, the chiefs of 
staff and the heads of the 
intelligence agencies, are 
expected to be instructed to 
come forward with detailed 


recommendations by the end 
of the year. 

The future of Britain’s nuclear 
arsenal has become a hot topic 
of debate in recent weeks as 
concerns over the country’s 
public finances have escalated 
— borrowing has soared as 
tax revenues have plummeted 
during the recession and 
spending has escalated to pay 
for unemployment benefits 
and the bailout of the banks. 
Meanwhile the foreign 
ministers of the so-called 
E3+3 group of Britain, France 
and Germany, plus the U.S., 
Russia and China will meet 
Wednesday, ahead of talks 
next week with Iran aimed at 
persuading it to give up any 
ambitions to construct nuclear 
weapons. 

Analysts said it will be 
interesting to see if Obama’s 
decision to give up the 
proposed U.S. missile defense 
shield in Eastern Europe will 
encourage Moscow to take a 
harder line with Tehran. 

In his address to the General 
Assembly on Wednesday, 
Brown will highlight the 
nuclear issue as one of five 
priorities for the international 
community, together with the 
economy, climate change, 
terrorism and poverty. 

He will call for “a progressive 
multilateralism that depends 
on us finding within ourselves 
and together the qualities of 


moral courage and leadership 
that for our time and generation 
can make the world new again 
— and for the first time in 
human history, creates a truly 
global society.” 

However, the presence of 
Libyan leader Moammar 
Gadhafi at Thursday’s Security 
Council meeting — Libya 
is one of the current rotating 
members — could make it 
difficult for Brown in the wake 
of bitter words over the release 
of the Lockerbie bomber 
Abdel Baset al-Megrahi. 

A spokesman for Brown, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity in line with policy, 
made clear that there are no 
plans for any bilateral meeting 
with Gadhafi. 

Al-Megrahi, a former Libyan 
intelligence agent, is the only 
man convicted in the 1988 
bombing of Pan Am Flight 
103 over Lockerbie, Scotland, 
that killed 270 people — most 
of them American. 

Although al-Megrahi has 
always claimed innocence, he 
was found guilty by a special 
Scottish court in 2001 and 
sentenced to serve at least 27 
years in prison. 

He was released last month on 
compassionate grounds after 
being diagnosed with terminal 
prostate cancer, a decision that

Dean nor Nonkululeko 
Mbatha, spokeswoman for 
the South African national 
police commissioner, would 
say whether a threat had 
prompted the closure that 
began Tuesday. 

Hudson-Dean said the offices 


were closed because of 
information provided by U.S. 
security officials. 

“We are not discussing the 
nature of the information,” 
she said. The closure affected 
the embassy in Pretoria, 
consulates in Johannesburg, 
Cape Town and Durban, and 
aid and development offices. 
Hudson-Dean initially said 
the facilities would be open 
Wednesday, but later said 
officials had decided to 
remain closed “because of 
this information, this same 
information.” 

The facilities also will be 
closed as previously scheduled 
for a South African public 


holiday Thursday, Hudson- 
Dean said. She said a decision 
on whether to reopen Friday 
would be made later. 

“The matter is under control,” 
Mbatha said. “Our agencies, 
particularly crime intelligence, 
are working closely with U.S.

BRUSSELS (AP) — Former No. 1 Justine Henin announced 
her return on Tuesday to competitive tennis for next year. 
Henin had been retired for just over a year, but at 27 says she 
has the fire and physical strength to compete for an eighth Grand 
Slam title.

yielded seven Grand Slam titles. 

Henin said she couldn’t fight the urge to come back and that a 
competitive spirit still burns within her. 

“Adrenaline is part of my life, my existence. It is in my 
character,” she said. 

It certainly is not too late for a comeback. As Clijsters has 
proved, breaking back into the top tier at short notice is far from 
impossible. Clijsters won the U.S. Open in her third tournament 
since announcing her return. 

“Subconsciously, it might have had an impact,” Henin said of 
Clijsters’ successful comeback. “But it certainly was not the 
most important reason.” 

Clijsters’ stunning return also proves the top of women’s 
tennis is not flush with extraordinary talent, increasing Henin’s 
chances of success. The WTA Tour is certainly welcoming her 
with open arms. 

“Justine is one of the great champions in the history of women’s 
tennis, and we, along with millions of her fans around the globe, 
are thrilled,” WTA Tour Chairman Stacey Allaster said. “Justine 
is that rare athlete who decided to step away from the game at 
the height of her powers, and no doubt she will be a force to be 
reckoned with from the get go.” 

Like Clijsters, Henin is still in her prime and has been able to 
rest her body for over a year. Throughout her retirement, during 
which she became a UNICEF goodwill ambassador, she looked 
fit enough to immediately step back on to a court.

“The last 15 months I’ve been 
able to recharge the batteries, 
emotionally as well,” Henin 
said. 

Henin said coming face to 
face with the world’s misery 
on UNICEF trips to places 
like eastern Congo widened 
her horizons like tennis never 
could. 

Henin has won nearly $20 
million in prize money and 
had been ranked No. 1 for all 
but seven weeks since Nov. 
13, 2006, until her retirement. 
When she retired after a string 
of early tournament exits just 
ahead of Roland Garros, she 
felt the fire no longer within 
and gave in. 

It was the first time in a life 
that was totally revolved 
around her prodigious talent 
for whipping backhands past 
hapless competitors. She 
became the first woman player 
to retire as No. 1. 

Then, suddenly, this summer 
the craving came back. And 
because the hunger was 
there, her old coach Carlos 
Rodriguez also decided to 
come back out of retirement. 
At 8:30 A.M. on Tuesday, 
Henin was hitting balls, 
needing the constant repetition 
of strokes to approach the 
perfection under pressure 
again. 

“The toughest moment is 
right now. It is to create the 


foundation,” Henin said of her 
lightning speed and control 
which made her better than 
any of the dozen power hitters 
that hulked over her on court 
but not on the scoreboard. 

One of the reasons for her 
return is to win the only 
one of the four Grand Slam 
events that has eluded her 
— Wimbledon. Her semifinal 
loss to Marion Bartoli in 2007, 
when she was one game away 
from victory, was one of the 
crudest losses in her career. 
“It is a dream of mine,” Henin 
said. “I want to work to get it. 
I make it a priority.”

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Honduras: Amplian toque queda tras desalojar partidarios Zelaya

TEGUCIGALPA (AP) - El 
gobierno de facto de Honduras 
amplio hasta el miercoles a las 
6 de la manana el toque de 
queda en el pais, despues de 
desalojar con gases y garrotes 
a cientos de partidarios del 
presidente derrocado Manuel 
Zelaya quien permanece en la 
embajada de Brasil. 

Un desafiante Zelaya expreso 
desde el recinto diplomatico 
que para el el lema es 
“restitucion o muerte, que es 
una frase alegorica que se usa 
desde laRevolucionFrancesa... 
estamos dispuestos a todo: al 
riesgo, al sacrificio”. 

El gobierno brasileno expreso 
preocupacion por el desalojo 
y afirmo que cualquier 
ataque a la sede diplomatica 
sera “intolerable”. La 
cancilleria brasilena informo 
el restablecimiento de agua 
potable y energia electrica en el 
edificio, tras una interrupcion 
de varias horas. 

Zelaya llego con sigilo a la 
capital hondurena y desde ahi 
anuncio el lunes la intencion 


de dialogar con los golpistas 
instaurados en el poder. 

El gobierno de facto disperso 
el martes a los seguidores del 
lider derrocado y horas mas 
tarde dispuso alargar el toque 
de queda vigente desde el 
lunes en la tarde hasta las 6 de 
la manana del miercoles. 

El ministro de Informacion 
del gobierno de facto, Rene 
Zepeda, dijo a la AP que 
“la medida se adopto por 
cuestiones de seguridad 
nacional”. 

El estado de sitio ha estado 
vigente por 38 horas 
consecutivas en Honduras. 

El presidente de facto Roberto 
Micheletti dijo en rueda de 
prensa que respetara la sede 
brasilena “si Brasil nos entrega 
a Zelaya o se lo lleva a a esa 
nacion sudamericana”. 

No quiso contestar que haria si 
no ocurre ninguno de los dos 
escenarios y se limito a decir: 
“reflexionamos intensamente 
sobre el tema”. 

El canciller brasileno Celso 
Amorim dijo en Nueva 


York que el gobierno de 
Micheletti envio la vispera a la 
embajada brasilena una nota 
“impertinente e inadecuada” 
diciendo que cercara las 
instalaciones diplomaticas. 
Amorim califico de 
“inconveniente” el toque 


de queda y critico, en una 
entrevista difundida por el 
portal de internet Terra, el 
cierre de aeropuertos. 

Se mostro confiado en que “no 
habra un ataque a la embajada 
brasilena. Eso seriaunaprueba 
de brutalidad... no habra 


tolerancia para esta situacion, 
queremos una solucion 
pacifica”, senalo. Policias 
y soldados encapuchados 
mantienen un anillo de 
seguridad en un perimetro de 
cinco kilometros alrededor de 
la embajada brasilena.□
